Speaker : 

Sir: — A  Resolution  calling  upon  the  Auditor  General  to  furnish 
the  House  of  Representatives,  with  a  detailed  statement  of  the  assess¬ 
ments  in  the  Commonwealth,  made  in  pursuance  of  the  Act  of  the 
15th  of  May,  1841,  has  been  for  some  time  before  this  department. 

As  early  as  December  last,  circulars,  with  a  form  annexed,  were 
sent  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  several  counties,  urging  them  to 
comply  with  the  law  at  an  early  day ;  every  effort  has  failed  of  entire 
success,  only  forty-three  counties  having  made  return. 

A  tabular  statement,  exhibiting  the  gross  amount  of  the  several 
items,  so  far  as  they  have  been  received,  is  herewith  transmitted. 

A  full  return,  as  required  by  the  Resolution,  will  be  laid  before  the 
House  at  the  earliest  possible  day.
